2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sura 
of  $273.12  and  receive  the  sum  of  $1092.46  from  the 
State  for  town  road  improvement. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  to  trans- 
fer from  the  unencumbered  surplus  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  a  capital  reserve  fund  to  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  road  machinery  and  snow  removal 
equipment  or  for  the  construction  of  highways  or  tht. 
repair  of  highways. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $1338.00  for  State  aid  road,  to  be  used  when  Slate 
funds  become  available. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $90.00  for  advertising  in  cooperation  with  the 
other  towns  in  the  White  Mountains  region.

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  support  United 
States  membership  in  a  general  system  of  internation- 
al cooperation,  such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbar- 
ton Oaks  Conference,  having  police  power  to  main- 
tain the  peace  of  the  world. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  through  tax  collector's  deeds. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the 
Selectmen  to  distribute  the  inventory  blanks  at  the 
time  of  taking  inventory. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit.

i^'oiiowing  is  presented  my  eleventli  annual  report 
Willi  sciiool  siatistics  for  the  year: 

iour  schools  are  carrying  on  this  year  under  the 
same  ariaiigement  as  during  the  previous  year.  The 
elemeiiiary  grade  children  are  being  transported  to  a 
consolidated  school  at  the  Hill,  and  the  high  school 
pupils  are  being  transported  to  Lancaster.  This  plan 
seems  very  satisfactory  as  it  gives  the  high  school 
l)upils  an  opportunity  for  a  variety  of  different  cours- 
es, and  the  elementary  pupils  are  classified  with  two 
giades  to  a  teacher. 

The  management,  discipline,  and  instruction  have 
been  very  good,  and  pupils  who  have  graduated  from 
our  eighth  grade  and  have  continued  their  education 
at  Lancaster  have,  in  all  cases,  made  good.  The  at- 
tendance for  the  school  year  was  90.1  per  cent. 

Schools  opened  for  the  present  year  with  only 
one  change  in  the  teaching  staff : — Mrs.  Louie  S.  Gar- 
lisle,  a  teacher  of  experience,  replacing  Miss  Pratt, 
who  resigned  during  the  summer  to  accept  a  larger 
position. 

Mrs.  Gladys  Fancy,  a  registered  nurse,  is  this 
year  doing  the  work  of  Health  Supervision. 

A  tentative  budget  for  1945-46  has  been  prepar- 
ed and  may  be  found  in  another  part  of  the  school 
report.
